When it comes to funding for cancer 
research, ovarian cancer receives 2.1% 
of funding.

Wanting your feedback on site alteration bylaw 


I am writing to give you an update regarding 
a draft Site Alteration Bylaw, hoping that 
you will provide some feedback by Oct 1. 

You may recall that in the spring of 2011 a 
rural resident made a presentation to council 
about construction fill being dumped on a 
neighbouring property and built into a high 
berm. The material not only covered rich 
agricultural soil, the neighbour built the 
berm right up against the property line. The 
resident asked council to consider developing 
a Site Alteration Bylaw to regulate this type of 

Many other municipalities have enacted 
this type of bylaw because it allows towns 
to regulate activities with the potential for 
environmental degradation (dumping, 
erosion, sedimentation), drainage problems 
(blockages, impact on neighbouring 
properties) and public nuisances (tracking of 
mud on roads, dust). 

The town convened a public information 
session in August 2011 to give people an 
opportunity to ask questions and provide 
written comment 



Based on that public meeting, town staff 
developed a draft bylaw and presented it to 
council in January 2012. At that time, council 
discussed whether the bylaw should deal 
exclusively with berms or include additional 
elements raised during the public meeting. 


Council sent the bylaw back to staff to make 
further changes. 

Councillors received a new draft Site Alteration 
Bylaw and directed staff to make it available to 
residents for feedback 

You can pick-up a draft at Town Hall or 
review a paper copy at the library; you can also 
download a copy from the town's website at 
www.pelham.ca (under the “news” tab at the 
top of the home page). We hope to receive your 
written feedback by Oct 1, so staff can present 
it to council in November. 

Finally, you may be pleased to know that 
this draft Site Alteration bylaw would not allow 
town staff the right to enter private property 
without appropriate notice - something like 
Staff knocking on the front door, identifying 
who they are, and seeking permission to 
undertake an inspection. 

I look forward to your feedback regarding 
this draft bylaw.

Niagara has taken different approaches to 
economic development in the past The first 
initiatives were highly directed toward tourism 
and some key industry development such as 
the building up of the greenhouse industry.

BLAZE STRIKES STUDIO 


LINCOLN - A blaze at a Beamsville 
art sculpture studio early Thursday 
morning has caused extensive 
damage. 

Boris Kramer of Kramer Sculptures 
said the fire was called in at about 
12:45 a.m. by a security company next 
door. That, after a woman noticed 
smoke was billowing from a vent at his 
4696 Bartlett Rd. business. 

“She saw smoke pouring out of my 
large fan vent at the top part of my 
shop," Kramer said. “The fire started in 
my welding room.” 

Lincoln fire Chief Greg Hudson said 
fire crews forced an entry into the 
studio located in a unit at the industrial 


“We got in there and there was a fire 
in an area where they do the sculpture 
and welding," Hudson said, adding 
the fire was knocked down relatively 
quickly. 

He said firefighters were able to 
salvage some machinery and items 
such as tow motors. Hudson estimates 
damage at about $40,000. 

Kramer said his welding shop with 
machines in it is completely destroyed, 
with extensive smoke and water 


damage. He said most, if not all of his 
sculptures will have to be refinished. 

His total damage estimate is higher 
- at about $50,000 to $100,000. 

Hudson said the fire was contained 
to the unit. The was some minor smoke 
damage to two adjacent units. 

There were no injuries and the cause 
was undetermined Thursday.

DATA BANKS OPEN 

THOROLD — Niagara Region is opening the doors 
to its data collection. 

The region is releasing a big chunk of its key 
statistics and data about Niagara, under an open 
data program. The data is available online at no cost. 

The data involves includes the region's road 
networks, urban boundaries, cultural assets, trails, 
War of 1812 heritage sites and addresses, among 
other listings. 

The region figures entrepreneurs, policy makers, 
community groups and academics could make good 
use of the data. 

WAITING FOR A SIGN 

PELHAM - A long-awaited Pelham sign bylaw will 
have to wait a little longer. 

Town council delayed passing the bylaw last week 
while councillors review legal comments on control 
over sign content. 

The new bylaw, which will apply to signs on private 
property, will allow multiple wall signs for building 
tenants along with changes for the location and sizes 


of signs. 

It will also address signs on windows, signs to 
advertise items for sale on private property and 
special event signage. 

And it will allow for design guidelines for the 
downtowns of Fenwick and Fonthill. 

The new bylaw will provide a clearer outline of 
regulations. This it is hoped will reduce the need for 
sign variance applications. 

A second bylaw, coming in November, will cover 
the placing of signs on public property. 

NEW DISABLED SPOT 

PELHAM — The town will put a second parking 
space for disabled persons on Pelham St. in 
downtown Fonthill. 

The space will be on the east side of the street 
in front of 1423 Pelham St., just north of a concrete 
crosswalk. 

It is on the same side of the street as the other 
handicapped parking space. On the west side, staff 
said in a report, businesses are able “to integrate 
accessible parking for the disable adjacent to main 
entrances."

The dental impression 
provides a virtual diagram 
of the child’s biting surface, 
which, like fingerprints, are 
unique to each individual 
and further supplies saliva 
to provide a DNA sample. 
Combined, this five-part 
process provides a dramatic, 
time-sensitive recovery tool 
for authorities. 

Parents are also urged to 
gather pertinent information 
about their child prior to the 
event such as, an emergency 
contact name, address and 
phone numbers, distin¬ 
guishing marks and scars, 
allergies, medications, and 
parents work, cell, and other 
phone numbers, and the 
child’s height and weight. 


Security and privacy are of
